The one is poor, the other ricb, and both are in love with the same 
lady, a tellow chandler’s daughter. Esther Dipwick, (Miss P.Hor- 
a ton,) prefers the poorer lover, Short, while ber father, Dipwick, 

(Strickland.) gives a decided preference to the monied suitor, Tot. 
Bob Short makes a proposition to his rival for the resignation of 
his (Short’s) pretentioos, if Tot will advance him £100. To this 
the latter accedes, but no sooner is Bob in possession of the amount 
than he employs it to enable him to elope with Esther. The Farce 
is wound up by Bob coming very unexpectedly into a property, 
whicb enables him to procure Dipwick’s consent to his union, with 
very little trouble. This piece is rendered very pleasing by its 
principal performers, Wrench, Strickland, D. Rees, and Miss P; 
Horton. The latter introduced a pretty new song, written and 
composed by the accomplished Mrs. Maberly, with much applause, 
and was encored. Previously to the Farce, Wallack repeated the 
character of Hamlet, avowedly for the last time this season. 
Family Jars was the concluding smusement to a very good 
house. The greatest anxiety is prevalent in the dramatic circles 
respecting Sir E. L. Bulwer’s new Comedy which will assuredly 
be produced to-morrow night, unless another distressing calamity 
happen in Macready’s family, and this we are pained to learn is, 
at present, by no means uncertain. 

VicTorRIA.—On Wednesday next, a Tragedy, for which new 
scenery has been painted, and new dresses provided, will be pro- 
duced, entitled Sparticue ; or, The Roman Gladiator. This 
piece was brought out, not long since, at the Bath Theatre, with 
moch favor, then it was transferred to the Sarrey, but in conse- 
quence of Davidge wanting to produce it at half-price, as second 
toa trashy Melo-Drams, the author very properly withdrew it.
